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4th time’s a charm? Tories try Senate reform 

O New bill backed by Tory majority O Would limit senators appointed after October 2008 to one nine-year term 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s quest to reform 
the Senate began again in 
earnest yesterday, his new 
bill for term limits and 
support for Senate elec¬ 
tions bolstered by the Con¬ 
servative government’s 
majority mandate. 

But the proposed Senate 
Reform Act, introduced by 
junior democratic reform 
minister Tim Uppal, is al¬ 
ready expected to face op¬ 


position outside of Ottawa 
and perhaps even within 
the red chamber. 

Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest has promised to go 
to the courts if the 
provinces aren’t consulted 
and don’t provide their 
consent for any changes to 
the Senate. Other 
provinces, including On¬ 
tario, British Columbia and 
Nova Scotia, have said they 
would prefer its abolition. 


Uppal has said he will 
not let that opposition or 
court cases stand in the 
way of implementing the 
reforms. This is the fourth 
time the Conservatives 
have attempted to bring 
forward reforms, but the 
first within the context of 
a majority government. 

At the same time, some 
Conservative senators have 
expressed reservations 
about the reforms 


In its news release on 
the legislation, the govern¬ 
ment included a quote 
from a Toiy senator who 
would be impacted by a 
proposed new nine-year 
term limit. 

“As a senator, 1 am well 
aware of the importance of 
the Senate in our parlia- 
mentaiy system,” said Sen¬ 
ator Claude Carignan. 

“The Senate Reform Act, 
announced today in the 


House of Commons, builds 
on our Government’s long¬ 
standing commitment to 
transform the Senate into 
a renewed institution 
based on democratic prin¬ 
ciples.” 

The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment points out that 
Parliament unilaterally 
changed the age restriction 
in 1965 through an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution. 
Before then, senators were 


appointed for life. 

The other part of the bill 
provides a framework for 
provinces interested in 
starting up Senate elec¬ 
tions. 

The prime minister 
would be obliged to consid¬ 
er the elected senators 
from the provinces, but ul¬ 
timately would still make 
the final decision on ap¬ 
pointments.

RCMP launches G8-fund probe 


O Investigation prompted by complaint made during election campaign 
O Mounties’ move comes after auditor general report into legacy fund 


The RCMP is looking into 
allegations the Harper 
government misappropri¬ 
ated funds in order to lav¬ 
ish $50 million on a 
cabinet minister’s riding 
prior to last year’s G8 sum¬ 
mit. 


The probe comes on the 
heels of an auditor gener¬ 
al’s report earlier this 
month, which concluded 
the government “did not 
clearly or transparently” 
explain how the money 
was going to be spent 


when it sought Parlia¬ 
ment’s approval for a G8 
legacy fund for Tony 
Clement’s riding. 

The Mounties’ involve¬ 
ment was prompted by a 
complaint from former 
Liberal MP Marlene Jen¬ 


nings. She was inter¬ 
viewed last week by three 
RCMP officers. 

“My sense is that 
they’re taking it very seri¬ 
ously,” Jennings said in an 
interview yesterday.

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird shrugged off 
news of police 
involvement in the G8 
matter. 

“What this is, is a de¬ 
feated Liberal candidate 
in the last election 
pulling off a public rela¬ 
tions stunt,” he told the 
Commons. 

Former Liberal MP 
Marlene Jennings, who 
was defeated in the May 
2 election, first sought 
an investigation in the 
midst of the election 
campaign. Her 
complaint was prompted 
by an early draft of the 
auditor general’s report, 
which was leaked mid¬ 
campaign to The Canadi¬ 
an Press. 

The early draft was 
much more blunt than 
the final version released 


on June 9. It concluded 
the government “misin¬ 
formed” Parliament 
about the G8 legacy fund 
and suggested it may 
have acted illegally. 

In an April 15 letter to 
the director of public 
prosecutions, Jennings 
said the government 
may have wilfully violat¬ 
ed two appropriations 
acts and the Financial 
Administration Act, 
which stipulate that the 
government must 
disclose how it intends 
to spend the money 
when it seeks parliamen- 
taiy approval for 
funding. 

Jennings said she nev¬ 
er heard back from the 
public prosecutor’s 
office. But she did even¬ 
tually receive a May 24 
letter from the RCMP, ad¬ 
vising her that “the mat¬ 
ter is with A’ Division 
Commercial Crime Sec¬ 
tion.” 

The day after the final 
auditor general’s report 
was released, she 
received a call from Cpl. 
Ray Warner asking her 
to meet with him.

When is comes to sexting, 
women are naughtier than 
men, it seems. 

Women are more likely 
to send online photos of 
themselves naked and en¬ 
gage in sexting — sending 
sexually explicit text mes¬ 
sages, a new U.S.-based 
study suggests. 

Researchers Diane Kho- 
los Wysocki and Cheryl 
Childers placed a survey 
on Ashle 5 m 1 adison.com, a 
website aimed at married 
people looking for sex out¬ 
side marriage. 

More than two-thirds of 
women respondents 
claimed they have engaged 
in sexting outside their se¬ 
rious relationship, com¬ 
pared to just over half of 
men. 


About 77 per cent of 
women between the ages 
of 25 and 29 who were sur¬ 
veyed confessed to sexting. 

Some 5,187 adults re¬ 
sponded to questions 
about Internet use, sexual 
behaviour and attitudes 
about sexual behaviours in 


cyberspace, the re¬ 
searchers say 

“Our research suggests 
that as technology 
changes, the way people 
find each other and the 
way they attract a poten¬ 
tial partner also changes,” 
said Wysocki and Childers.

Weiner. 

► He took lewd photos of 
himself and sent them to 
at least one woman 
online. 

► After a weeks-long 
scandal he was forced to 
announce his resignation. 

► Flirting online can be risky 
business for those inexpe¬ 
rienced in the pursuit. 

“The Internet gives the 
opportunity to those who 
are not socially competent 
face-to-face to hide behind 
the anonymity” says psy¬ 
chologist Leila Collins from 
the British Psychological 
Society 

“But at the same time, 
people should be wary of 
what is behind pictures 
and online profiles: what 
seems to be a 25 -year-old 
man could actually turn 
out to be completely 
someone else "

The labels, which the 
FDA released yesterday, are 
a part of the most signifi¬ 
cant change to U.S. ciga¬ 
rette packs in 25 years. 

They’re aimed at curb¬ 
ing tobacco use, which is 
responsible for about 
443,000 deaths in the U.S. 
a year. 

Health Canada, mean¬ 
while, also plans to add 
larger, more explicit 
graphics to cigarette pack¬ 
ages. 

Meanwhile, the graphic

Google has been barred 
from taking pictures of 
streets in India for its popu¬ 
lar Street View service until 
it obtains approval from 
the federal government, po¬ 
lice said yesterday. 

T. Sunil Kumar, a senior 
police official in the tech¬ 
nology hub of Bangalore, 
said the company would be 
allowed to resume filming 
only after it produces secu¬ 
rity clearances. 

The Mountain View, 


Calif-based company has so 
far not produced any clear¬ 
ance despite claiming to 
have it, Kumar said. 

Officials at Google’s In¬ 
dia subsidiary did not im¬ 
mediately comment. 

India is especially sensi¬ 


tive about detailed photo¬ 
graphs and locations of key 
buildings being made pub¬ 
lic since the 2008 Mumbai 
attacks, in which 10 gun¬ 
men rampaged through 
city landmarks, kilhng 166 
people. 


Google India launched 
its Street View service in 
Bangalore in late May and 
plans to include other cities 
as well. 

Street View has raised 
privacy concerns in many 
countries. In Switzerland 
the company is appealing a 
court ruling that obliges it 
to ensure all faces and vehi¬ 
cle license plates are 
blurred before pictures are

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says including 
wage provisions in back- 
to-work legislation for 
Canada Post workers is a 
fair approach. 

But critics and the op¬ 
position say it makes the 
bill biased in favour of 
management of the 
Crown corporation, 
which locked out its em¬ 
ployees last week after a 
series of rotating strikes. 

The Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers says the 
rates outlined in the bill 
are less than what Canada 
Post put forward in its fi¬ 
nal offer, effectively pun¬ 
ishing them for 
exercising their right to 
collective bargaining. 

Opposition Leader Jack 
Layton said yesterday the 


legislation sends a dan¬ 
gerous signal to workers 
that if they don’t accept 
management terms, the 
government will step in 
and impose them. 

Harper did not explain 
why the wages were in¬ 
cluded in the bill. 

“This conflict has been 
ongoing and it is causing 
harm to Canadians who 
are not there at the 
table,” he said during 
question period. 

“We are acting in the 
best interest of the Cana¬ 
dian economy and we are 
also acting in a way that is 
fair for all the employees 
of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment.” 

The two sides were to 
meet yesterday to contin¬ 
ue negotiations. Upon in¬ 


troducing the bill Mon¬ 
day, Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt had said part of its 
purpose was to kickstart 
stalled talks. 

New Democrat MP Yves 
Godin said his party will 
vote against the bill.

Canada’s big cities attract poverty: StatsCan 


Canada’s biggest urban ar¬ 
eas are stuck in a rut of per¬ 
sistent poverty, while 
mid-sized cities are gaining 
ground despite the recent 
recession, new data from 
Statistics Canada show. 

The metropolitan areas 
of Vancouver, Toronto and 
Montreal have poverty rates 
far above the national aver¬ 
age, according to a report 
on income in Canada in 
2009. 

But Quebec City and Vic¬ 
toria, on the other hand, 
have seen steady and signif¬ 
icant declines in the num¬ 
ber of people living with 


low incomes over the last 
decade, despite the recent 
recession. 

The trends are no sur¬ 
prise to Mike Creek, who 
works with homeless and 
impoverished people in 
Toronto, after spending 
years in poverty himself. 

“If you stick around in a 
smaller community and 
you have that shame (of liv¬ 
ing in poverty), you become 
stigmatized. So I think it’s 
easier for someone to pack 
up their bags and tiy some 
place else,” Creek says. 

Urban centres, he says, 
“provide more opportuni-

ties around housing, and 
job opportunities and serv¬ 
ices that they may not find 
in smaller communities.” 

Released last week, the 
Statistics Canada report is 
the first detailed, national 


look at what happened to 
income during the reces¬ 
sion. 

Overall, the recession 
halted progress on fighting 
poverty. After more than a 
decade of slow, steady de¬ 
cline in the proportion of 
people living below 
StatsCan’s low-income cut¬ 
off, poverty has started to 
edge up again. 

It now stands at 9.6 per 
cent of the population, up 
from 9.2 per cent in 2007 
and 9.4 per cent in 2008 — 
but below the 15 per cent 
seen at the peak of poverty 
in 1996. THE CANADIAN PRESS

► In Vancouver, the 
incidence of low-income 
was 17.8 per cent in 2000. 
By 2009, it had declined 
just slightly to 16.9 per 
cent — the highest for ur¬ 
ban areas across the 
country. 

► Toronto takes second 
place. The 2009 poverty 
rate of 13.2 per cent is 
slightly higher than the 
12.4 per cent at the turn 
of the millennium. 


► Montreal is in third, with 
13.1 per cent — although 
that's much lower than 
19.7 per cent in 2000 . 

► Quebec City. In contrast 
to the big cities, Quebec 
City has seen its rate 
plummet, to just 4-9 per 
cent in 2009 from 15.7 per 
cent in 2000. 

► Victoria has seen its inci¬ 
dence of low income fall 
from 16.2 per cent in 2000 
to 6.3 per cent in 2009 — 
although progress has 
come in fits and starts.

Blessed with lavish sceneiy 
and luscious wines, the Na¬ 
pa Valley is the kind of 
place you could spend days 
exploring. But it’s compact 
enough that even if you on¬ 
ly have an afternoon, you 
can still get a taste of wine 
country. 

Located about an hour's 
drive northeast of San Fran¬ 
cisco, the valley starts 
south of Napa and stretches 
about 50 kilometres north 
to Calistoga. 

To get here firom San 
Francisco, drive north on 
the Golden Gate Bridge and 
then take the Highway 37 


exit going east to Highway 
121/12, following the signs 
to Napa. From the east San 
Francisco Bay, take 1-80 east 
to the Napa exit (Highway 
37 east) and then go north 
on Highway 29. 

There are two main 
routes through the valley. 
Highway 29 is a straight 
shot from Napa to Calistoga 
and hits all the big names 
such as Opus One and Fran¬ 
cis Ford Coppola’s Rubicon 
Estate. But it can get awful¬ 
ly crowded in summer. 

The other route is the 
Silverado Trail, which 
avoids towns, is quieter and 


has breathtaking views. 
The easiest way to pick up 
the trail is to take Highway 
29 to the Trancas Street exit 
and go east, turning left on 
Silverado Trail. 

Wineries along this long 
and winding road include 
Stags' Leap Wineiy, 

the wineiy that made the 
red that beat the French 
at the famous Paris tasting 
of 1976, and Darioush, 
notable for its striking ar¬ 
chitecture, which incorpo¬ 
rates references to 

Persepolis, the capital of 
ancient Persia.

Here is a break-down of 
my job-hunt strategy. 


Contacts: 

Keep your contacts warm 
and give them a reason to 
want to hear from you and 
ultimately help you. No¬ 
body wants to hear from a 
job searcher only when 
they need their help. 

Interact with them via 
their preferred method of 
communication. Some¬ 
times this is informally 
through Twitter, and some¬ 
times it’s a quick email to 
ask them how their vaca¬ 
tion was. By no means 
should you waste anyone’s 


time, but building and 
keeping rapport, even after 
you secure a job, is an es¬ 
sential part of the job hunt. 

1 had a spreadsheet (liter¬ 
ally!) that showed me who 
all of my contacts were, 
where they worked, and 
when 1 last spoke to them. 
Don’t be robotic about it, 
but a little organization 
helps keep you on track. 

Focus: 

Even if you are wilhng to do 
anything (I’ve been there), 
tiy to show some restraint 


and zero in on a few job ar¬ 
eas or industries. 

While it may seem 
counter-intuitive to limit 
your search, it is actually 
much easier to tailor your 
application to specific jobs 
when they’re all in the 
same industiy. 

Motivation: 

Keep yourself motivated 
and positive - nobody 
wants to hire someone who 
is down in the dumps. This 
is an often overlooked but 
important job hunt tactic.

Thrashers 
sale gets 
unanimous 
approval 

The NHL board of 
governors has unanimous¬ 
ly approved the sale of the 
Atlanta Thrashers, paving 
the way for the club to 
move to Winnipeg for next 
season. 

True North Sports and 
Entertainment bought the 
team last month and 
announced it was bringing 
the Thrashers to 
Winnipeg, which lost the 
Jets to Phoenix after the 
1995-96 season. Yesterday’s 
vote by the board was the 
final hurdle in the process 
to relocate the team. 

The votes on the sale 
and the relocation were 
unanimous among the 
league’s owners. 

“We are veiy honoured 
by the NHL board of gover¬ 
nors’ unanimous decision 
today,” Mark Chipman, 
True North’s chairman of 
the board, said in a 
statement. 

“We know that the fans 
of this province have an ap¬ 
petite for NHL hockey that 
is rivalled by few in the 
league and intend to work 
veiy hard to make Manito¬ 
bans proud of our 
franchise for years to 
come.” 

There was a different 
emotion in Atlanta. 

“It’s a sad day for hockey 
fans in Atlanta, but the 
franchise is going to a good 
place and run by good peo¬ 
ple,” Thrashers president 
Don Waddell said. “1 wish 
them well, because a lot of 
good people are going to 
go with them.” 

The sale is reportedly for 
$170 million US, including 
a $ 60-million relocation fee 
that will be split by the rest 
of the owners.

Djokovic dropped only 11 
points on serve. 

Canadians Rebecca Mari¬ 
no and Stephanie Dubois 
advanced to the second 


round after posting their 
first career wins at the All 
England club.

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Battery in the back Cooling things down Fuel economy 


The eAssist gets its energy supply from a 
115-volt lithium-ion batteiy that’s 
positioned behind the rear seat. 

The 29-kilogram battery’s compact size 
means that the LaCrosse’s 60:40 split rear 
seat will still fold flat for additional stor¬ 
age as before (unlike some other hybrid 
models), but with only about a 15 per 
cent reduction in trunk space. 


Lithium-ion batteries tend to generate a 
lot of heat, as anyone who has ever oper¬ 
ated a laptop computer on their lap can 
readily attest. 

To help cool things down, an electric 
fan is used that draws air from a vent lo¬ 
cated on the parcel shelf behind the rear 
seat. According to Buick, the fan motor 
will not be noisy enough to disturb any 
passengers. 


Buick promises that the driving experience with 
the new hardware won’t differ from piloting a 
regular gas-engine model. 

But what will be different is the fuel economy 
rating that the LaCrosse is expected to generate: 
8.01/100 km in the city and 5.4 on the highway. 

Those numbers represent a significant 26 per 
cent improvement in city fuel economy and 16 
per cent on the highway over the 2011 LaCrosse’s 
10.8/6.5 city/highway rating.

Seekers of fuel-efficient 
mid- and full-size luxuiy 
sedans have had little 
choice but to shell out a 
hefty premium demanded 
by Lexus, BMW and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz for a luxuiy gas- 
electric hybrid model. 

That’s about to change 


later this year when Gener¬ 
al Motors’ Buick division 
rolls out its 2012 LaCrosse 
equipped with the eAssist 
system. As the name im¬ 
plies, eAssist is an electri¬ 
fied helper motor that 
doesn’t independently pow¬ 
er the car, but kicks in 
when the LaCrosse is accel¬ 
erating or heading up hill. 

But that’s only part of 


the stoiy, so much so that 
CM avoids using the term 
“hybrid.” 

The technology begins 
with a 15-horsepower liq¬ 
uid-cooled electric motor- 
generator that replaces the 
LaCrosse’s traditional alter¬ 
nator. Beyond providing 
power enrichment for the 
182-horsepower 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder gas engine 


when needed, the genera¬ 
tor also automatically shuts 
it down an54ime the car 
comes to a stop. 

It also cuts off the en¬ 
gine’s fuel supply whenever 
the LaCrosse is decelerat¬ 
ing, while maintaining nec¬ 
essary power to the car’s 
braking, steering and other 
electronic controls. Pretty 
slick stuff.

Is this the beginning of the 
long goodbye for North 
America’s storied gas sta¬ 
tions? Could “gas” become 
irrelevant among new en¬ 
ergy products? 

No single energy source 
is likely to dominate the 
market in coming years, 
predicts the man in charge 
of charting the alternate 
energy future for Honda 
America, which means the 
future filling stations will 
need to evolve. But how? 

A diverse approach is 
how best to meet the 
needs of drivers and the 
environment, says Robert 
Bienenfeld, senior manag¬ 
er of environment and en¬ 
ergy strategy for Honda’s 
Product Regulatory Office 
in Torrance, Calif. 

Bienenfeld’s vision of 
future mobility — which 
he has shared with the 
Obama administration in 
its auto-task-force delibera¬ 
tions — sees vehicles pow¬ 
ered by a wide variety of 
methods. 

As new technologies are 
developed to drive the 
next cars and trucks, the 
service stations that pro¬ 
vide fuel for them will un¬ 
dergo a similar 
transformation, says Bi¬ 
enenfeld. 

They’ll obviously need 
to provide a wider array of 
fuel options: No matter 
what powers the vehicles, 
they will all still require 
periodic fuelling. 

His transportation mod¬ 
el builds on the availability 
of a range of fuel technolo¬ 



gies, a number of which 
will be neither gasoline- 
nor oil-dependent. 

Bienenfeld encourages a 
diverse approach to trans¬ 
portation and hopes gov¬ 
ernments don’t favour any 
single-source fuel strategy. 
“We need to take a portfo¬ 
lio approach; there are no 
right or wrong answers,” 
he says. 

Traditional service sta¬ 
tions will need to adapt to 
meet and service those di¬ 
verse sources of power, Bi¬ 
enenfeld said. They’ll offer 
gas and diesel as well as 
ethanol/methanol, natural 
gas, biomass, quick-charge 
batteiy stations, air com¬ 
pressors for air-powered 
vehicles and, one day per¬ 
haps, hydrogen. 

Increasingly, Bienenfeld 
sees oil companies and 
their service-station out¬ 
lets becoming energy 
providers, as opposed to 
simply gas stations. 

In the case of batteiy- 
powered vehicles and 
home-charging stations, 
utilities will need to be¬ 
come involved, he added. 
Quick-charge batteiy tech¬ 
nology, already used in 
Japan for Mitsubishi’s all 
electric MiEV, will make 
purely electric cars a more 
practical long-distance 
proposition. 

But even “fast” charging 
might not be fast enough 
for drivers travelling long 
distances at a time. In¬ 
stead, Bienenfeld sees 
charging outlets popping 
up at homes, work places 
and airports. Still, he does¬ 
n’t count out new ad¬ 
vances in battery 
technology that are likely 


yet to come, bringing with 
them greater range and 
shorter recharge times. 

One such technology is 
inductive (wireless) charg¬ 
ing in which the road is 
embedded with plates that 
transfer electricity to the 
vehicle as it’s moving 


above. Widespread use of 
such technology could 
mean the eventual end of 
the corner gas station. 

However, Lance Klatt, 
executive director of the 
Minnesota Service Station 
Association in Little Cana¬ 
da, Minn., agrees that driv¬ 


ers will have more energy 
sources to choose from, 
but warns against confus¬ 
ing people by having too 
many options. Some fuel 
sources could also become 
“fads,” he said. 

Klatt envisions “two or 
three” main sources of al¬ 


ternate fuels and sees vehi¬ 
cles that take advantage of 
two or more technologies, 
such as gasoline and 
ethanol (E85) or gas- and 
diesel-electric hybrids, as 
having good chances of 
consumer acceptance. 

Additional energy 
sources could strain inde¬ 
pendent service-station op¬ 
erators, already struggling 
with slim margins as they 
adapt to new realities. “If 
two or three sources gain 
prominence, however, in¬ 
dependent operators will 
look at providing them,” 
he said. Government and 
the developers of new 
sources might provide or 
assistance to help inde¬ 
pendents make the switch. 

Ted Brausen in Arden 
Hills, Minn., runs an inde¬ 
pendent service station be¬ 
gun by his father in 1966. 
He sees multiple fuel 
sources as being a chal¬ 
lenge for many independ¬ 
ents “who work on penny 
margins” and who will 
struggle to provide the 
range of sources that con¬ 
sumers demand. 

Ethanol is a good exam¬ 
ple, said Brausen. “It’s 
been around for a while 
but the tanks (in the 
ground) are still expensive 
and it’s hard to get (afford¬ 
able) insurance for them.” 

V\ffien prices go up as 
they currently are doing, 
said Brausen, “our margins 
get squeezed and the cost 
of doing business goes up.” 

Brausen’s strategy has 
been to focus more on the 
repair side of the business. 

Independent operators, 
he said, are being “veiy 
conservative” right now.

• A small puddle of water 
is usually normal and is 
simply condensation from 
the air conditioning sys¬ 
tem or the defroster.

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Putting more Sport into a sporty car 


O Many cars have ‘Eco’ buttons to 
help maximize fuel economy 
O Getting your car into ‘Sport’ 
mode is just a simple click away 



It used to be that if you 
wanted to make your car 
sportier, you had to get 
out the wrenches. Today, 
with the electronic sys¬ 
tems on many cars, you 
simply need to push the 
“Sport” button on the 
console. 

Depending on the vehi¬ 
cle, activating the button 
might increase the steer¬ 
ing resistance, change the 
throttle response or the 
transmission’s shift pat¬ 


terns, adjust the shock ab¬ 
sorbers or vary the ex¬ 
haust. 

“Our cars have numer¬ 
ous options and it de¬ 
pends on what is fitted to 
the car,” says Laurance 
Yap, manager of public re¬ 
lations for Porsche Cana¬ 
da. “The more stuff on the 
car, the more the sport 
button does.” 

Traditional power 
steering relies on a hy¬ 
draulic pump, but several 


new models have a combi¬ 
nation of hydraulic and 
an electric motor, or com¬ 
pletely electric-assisted 
steering. 

“The electro-hydraulic 
steering gives you more 
assist at lower speeds, 
gradually dialing it back 
at higher speeds,” Yap 
says. “When you hit the 


Sport button, it gives you 
less assistant all across 
the board. We want that 
because it feels a bit hefti¬ 
er, with a bit more feel 
through the steering 
wheel.” 

When activated, the 
Sport program quickens 
the engine’s response to 
your foot on the throttle. 


“You get more power ear¬ 
lier by pushing down less 
on the pedal, making it 
feel faster,” Yap says. The 
engine can’t make any 
more power in Sport 
mode, but it delivers it 
quicker. The automatic 
transmission also adjusts, 
holding each gear longer, 
keeping the engine at

higher r.p.m., and locking 
out the higher, fuel-effi¬ 
cient gears — which is 
why cars tend to use more 
fuel in Sport mode. 

If the suspension con¬ 
tains adjustable dampers, 
the Sport mode makes 
them stiffer, which im¬ 
proves handling. It also 
makes the ride firmer, but 
that’s part of the fun. If 
there’s an optional air sus¬ 
pension, the Sport mode 
will lower it to make the 
car more aerodynamic. 

Finally, if it’s a Porsche 
equipped with a special 
“sport” exhaust, there’s 
one more benefit. 

“It will open a flap in 
the exhaust to make it 
louder,” Yap says. 

“It doesn’t give you any 
more power, but it makes 
it louder.” And to a sports 
car fan, that definitely 
makes it better.

Every road trip offers... 

... memories to lost a lifetime, 
but my most memorable 
was spent touring the Rocky 
Mountains in Alberta with my 
family. My parents packed my 
brother and me, aged 9 and 1 3, 
into our family SUV for a two- 
week trip. 

I'm sure there were squabbles 
along the way, but when I look 
back I recall wonderful moments. 

I remember sunny days, stopping 
for ice cream at viewpoints 
along the highway, singing 
along to popular radio hits as 
we wound through the mountains 
and countless giggles as we 
entertained ourselves with silly 
road trip games like "I Spy". 

But by far, the best part of our 
road trip was an unexpected 
adventure along the way. 

On an excursion to Lake Louise 
we took a wrong turn, and 
found ourselves driving down 
a secluded road underneath 
a canopy of trees, all alone 
except for an occasional sighting 
of wildlife.

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TESLA TAKES ON QUASI MAINSTREAM 


AUTOPILOT 



Tesla, maker of all-elec- 
tn'c vehicles, is going 
mainstream — or at 
least to Tesla's version 
of mainstream. 

California-based Tesla ar¬ 
rived on the Canadian au¬ 
tomotive landscape last 
year, with one model — 
the Roadster, a little all¬ 
electric ditty offering lots 
of get-up-and-go, and lots of 
exclusivity with its starting 
price of $125,000. 

By next summer, 
Tesla will have another 
model — the Model S. A 
$57,400 luxuiy-sports 
sedan that will seat 5, or 7 
with the optional rear-fac¬ 
ing child seats. By 2013 we 
can expect Model X (a tall 
wagon or SUV kind of 
thing), and sometime after 
that, another sedan (a 
BMW 3 Series competitor 
kind of thing). 

Tesla is 

determined to build and 
sell about 100,000 vehicles 
a year, which is more or 
less capacity of the former- 
Toyota plant (in Fremont, 
California) that Tesla took 
over last year.

This sounds like 
mainstream volume, but 
don’t be fooled. Tesla isn’t 
interested in an 3 fthing 
mainstream. The technolo¬ 
gy of the cars isn’t 
mainstream, and either is 
how it intends to market 
and sell and service its 
growing volume. 

We caught up 
with Tesla’s main man in 
Canada, Hans Ulsrud in 
Toronto. While the Model S 
concept looks pretty fetch¬ 
ing, Ulsrud assured me that 
the production car “looks 
even better.” 

Tesla Canada’s 
first sales facility will be lo¬ 
cated in Toronto later this 
year, but don’t go looking 
for it where dealerships 
usually congregate, hke in 
those big, sprawhng “auto 
malls” just outside the city. 

Ulsrud said the 
showroom will be in one of 
the premier shopping 
malls in the GTA. And for 


style and feel, he said, 
“Think Apple Store...” 

The same sales ex¬ 
ecutive behind Apple’s in¬ 
filtration into the malls is 
behind Tesla’s retail strate¬ 
gy — George Blankenship. 
Tesla Santana Row was the 
first such store (San 
Francisco), followed by Tes¬ 
la Park Meadows is the sec¬ 
ond (Glendale, Golorado). 

This calls for sepa¬ 
rate service facilities. 
Toronto’s service facility 
opened just this week, near 
the airport. Tesla Service al¬ 
so does house calls. Accord¬ 
ing to Ulsrud, other key 
Canadian cities for Tesla 
are Montreal, Calgaiy and 
Vancouver. (All around late 
2012, or early 2013.) 

You can now 
reserve a Model S, with a 
(refundable) deposit. The 
first 2,000 will be special 
“Signature” editions. 

Ulsrud noted that half of

A household power out¬ 
let was also available, and 
split-folding seats enhanced 
cargo capacity when re¬ 
quired. Sizing was in the 
same ballpark as a Toyota 
Matrix, Dodge Caliber or 
Mazda 3. 

End of the day, compact 
driving d 3 mamics, fuel effi¬ 


mission, or a bucking or 
“jerking” sensation when 
decelerating, could be signs 
of trouble. Opt for a manu¬ 
al-equipped model where 
possible. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner around the map 
lights, as well as carpeting 
in the front footwells for 
signs of moisture — which 
could indicate a leaky sun¬ 
roof or drain tubes. 

The verdict 

Low resale values, good 
mileage and family-ready 
versatility will be the pri- 
maiy draws to the Jeep 
Compass in the used mar¬ 
ket.

Common issues 

When test-driving a used
